September arrests to result 
in arraignment, charges 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts reported 
the followup on the Nielsen, Miekle arrest which 
ran in the Sept. 20 edition of The News and 
explained that arraignment is scheduled for mid- 
October. 

“Then they will be formally charged and hear¬ 
ing dates set. Cases at the time of arrest get alot 
of attention and then the slow process of the court 
system sets in,’’ Betts said. 

Jane Hanne Nielsen and Lawrence Lee Meikle, 
both of Sierra Madre, were out on bail immediately 
following their arrest Sept. 13, after a narcotics 
investigation that lasted over several months. 

Nielsen was arrested for possession of cocaine 
for sale and Meikle was arrested for possession of 
or sale of cocaine and marijuana. 

Betts said, “Substance abuse has a substantial 
impact on the community. A high percentage of mo¬ 
ney involved in drug usage is obtained directly from 
homeowners, renters and auto owners since narcotics 
users usually obtain money for their habits through 
burglaries of all of us. Most of these types of 
crimes support drug habits.” 

The chief said that everyone worrying about 
the national debt could look at the drug scene in 
this way: if all the money used in drug trafficking 
would be applied to the national debt, we’d be rid 
of two problems. 

“In local cases the quantity of narcotics 
seized is not discussed until it unfolds in court,’ 
Chief Betts said. 

The Sierra Madre News will keep the com¬ 
munity informed. 


After the Sierra Madre City Council passed an ex¬ 
tension of Ordinance No. 1071 for 10 months and 15 
days, a moratorium “enacting an interm zoning or¬ 
dinance” concerning off-street parking districts, 
they reviewed the schedule of the audit, with a com¬ 
pletion date of Nov. 30. 

Very quickly they checked the policies and pro- 
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cedures handbook for boards, commissions and 
committees which restricts these bodies to two 
terms, effective June 30, 1991, discussed possible 
code codification, more ordinances dealing with 
parking permits, recreation vehicles and satellite 
dishes.

A quick note, a silly doodle, a clipping from 
the local paper — these may not seem like 
much, but to someone far away from home, 
they can mean a lot. 

To do so go to your nearest AT&T Phone 
Center and pick up an official Desert Fax 
Form. Put your personal message in the space 
provided, fill in the necessary information in¬ 
cluding social security number and APO/FPO 
and an employee will fax it for you and the per¬ 
son in the Gulf should receive your message 
within a few days. 

The Defense Department has even put to¬ 
gether a list of suggested donations you 
might send. Acceptable items include such 
practical gear as such visors and such frivolities 
as Nerf balls and Frisbees. The list is long 
but there are also Saudi restrictions. It is sug¬ 
gested that you clear what you wish to send 
through the Defense Logistics Agency’s hotline 
telephone number (703) 274-3561. The agency 
also requires donors to get items at their own 
expense to a collection point on the East or 
West Coast of the United States. 

We also suggest participating in Operation 
Special Invited Guest, SiG, as outlined in last 
week’s News. Anyone wishing to sign a roster 
at The News office, offering to set a place at 
the holiday table for one of our special service 
people in the Gulf area, is urged to do so.

The Sierra Madre News was not exactly invaded 
by the U.S. Army but there was a confrontation. 
The “incident” resulted from a suggestion in this 
paper's Sept. 13 “Under the Pepper Tree” col¬ 
umn that we “Adopt a Sailor Program.” 

Army Sgt. Ronald Howko, in military garb 
and battle ready, appeared at The News office. 
Heaving a be-medaled chest, Howko confronted 
the editor and demanded to know why such an adop¬ 
tion program was being limited to just the Navy. 
After all, there are now at least seven Army units 
in Saudi Arabia as part of Operation Desert Shield 
and certainly that many Gls should also be part of 
any such adoption program. 

Fortunately, the whole matter was settled peace¬ 
ably (world leaders take note!). This Army man 
was absolutely correct and we have rectified the 
situation with a separate article in The News giving 
information about how to contact our troops and 
also including a wish list of donations that can be 
sent to our service people. 

However, Sgt. Howko was not immediately 
released by The News. You see, our special infor¬ 
mation sources revealed that Howko himself would 
make an interesting news story so he was detained 
long enough to be interrogated. 

Information gathered was that Sgt. Howko has 
lived in Sierra Madre for 2'A years and is presently 
Visual Information Chief with Armed Forces Radio 
and Television Service in Sun Valley. When sent to 
L.A. he first worked for Bob Matheison, TV manager 
of that center (see Sierra Madre News, June 28) 
and it was through Mathieson that he came to 
live in our town. 

Howko has performed a variety of services for 
I the Army during which he has also become a sur¬ 
vival specialist but with his training in that field 
done on a voluntary, non-paying basis. This special 
survival knowledge made him an excellent candi¬ 
date and much needed by our Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team which he joined when he moved 
here. He has been a very active member of the 


team. Amazingly, would you believe Howko first 
heard about Sierra Madre’s team when he was sta¬ 
tioned in Germany and what a special, unique group 
it is? 

A native of Flint, Mich., he joined the Army 
active reserves after graduating high 
school. When General Motors in Flint began their 
layoffs Howko decided to make the regular Army 
his career and joined in 1975. 

Beginning in the service at Fort Carson in Colo¬ 
rado Springs and with a love ot skiing from his child¬ 
hood in Michigan, he quickly also became in¬ 
volved in the National Ski Patrol. His rescue acti¬ 
vities were continued while doing duty at Fort 
Bragg in North Carolina and then trained further in 
the mountains all over Europe when stationed in 
Germany. 

His rescue service background has included a 
broad range, for example, avalanche classes, teach¬ 
ing CPR, earthquake preparedness, jumping out ot 
planes, etc. This rescue training has often been 
combined with his expertise in writing, directing 
and filming for the Army which was part of his reg¬ 
ular duties. 

Some of his filming was also free lance when he 
worked with CBS “Good Morning, America at 
Fort Bragg oi with the NBC “Today” show when 
they did a stint in Germany. He was also involved 
preparing a program on the Jamestown massacre 
for the purpose of psychological analysis of those 
people. In all he has produced and directed over 
51 programs. 

Sgt. Howko is married, having met his wife, 
Helen Barrett, in Germany where she worked as an 
executive secretary in the American Dental facility 
there. Introduced by friends, it was “love at first 
sight” says the sergeant. She originally came from 
County Kerry in Ireland and the couple vacationed 
there this past summer. Also, the versatile Howko 
loves to cook. Did I say this was a marriage made 
in heaven? 

The latest medal received by this Army man is a 
joint service achievement award for an annual world-

wide conference for service station managers which 
he conducts each spring and which requires all year 
preparation. 

Well, for this time and in this sector, you might 
say outright war was quickly avoided at The News 
office. The wonderful outcome of all this was meeting 
Ron Howko and to ki*>w that we have man of his 
caliber to make us proud as he serves in our U S 
Army and on our Search and Rescue Team. 
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Newspaper Week 

Oct. 17 - 25 is National Newspaper Week. 

And as background for America’s first news¬ 
papers, we would like to present the follow¬ 
ing editorial for all to read. Ed. 

Most Americans take for granted that a 
current newspaper can be had without incur¬ 
ring any major inconveniences. But this was not 
always the case. In fact, early American jour¬ 
nalism experienced the hardships that ac¬ 
companied early Colonial living — poor com¬ 
munication and distribution systems, difficulty 
in gathering news and a government that 
neither trusted nor tolerated published criti¬ 
cism. 

In 1690, Benjamin Harris of Massachusetts, 
published what history records as America s 
first newspaper, Publick Occurrences Both For 
cign and Domestick. The three-page paper 
measured 6 inches by 9 Vi inches and was a 
new concept for Boston. Before Harris paper, 
news usually posted on trees and poles in¬ 
formed residents of the latest events. Hovever, 
this news was often inaccurate, and Harris 
hoped his paper would help avoid false reports. 

Although Publick Occurrences was a 
more efficient tool for disseminating infor¬ 
mation, the first issue proved to be the last. 

The Massachusetts governor and council issued 
an order of suppression to outlaw the tabloid. 
According to the officials, Harris violated a law 
that restricted the distribution of any publica¬ 
tion without a license. 

In reality, the officials were distressed be¬ 
cause the newspaper threatened their strict con 
trol of information. They were upset by Harris 
printing of his views on the immoralities of the 
king of France and the barbarous treatment of 
some French captives by Indian allies of the 
English during the French and Indian 
War. 

John Campbell picked up where Harris 
left off 14 years later when he founded the Bos¬ 
ton News-Letter. The News-Letter, a weekly 
newspaper which commenced publication on 
Apr. 24, 1704, lays claim to several “firsts” 
in American journalism. It was the first 
newspaper to be “published by authority”; 
to receive and use erroneous information 
from a news source; to use correspondents to 
gather the news; to sell subscriptions; to offer 
home delivery; and to use house ads (publisher’s 
ads). 

In 1732, Ben Franklin published the first 
foreign language American newspaper, the 
Philadelphia Zeitung, which was published in 
German. And in 1759, Ann Franklin, wife of 
John Franklin, became the first woman to edit 
a newspaper in the Colonies. She worked with 
the Newport (Rhode Island) Mercury, the old¬ 
est paper in America still published under its 
original name. 

Journalism in America has taken on many 
faces since the first newspapers were established. 
And today there are more than 8200 news¬ 
papers published nationwide.

During the early 
morning hours 1 would find bills ot all deno¬ 
minations dropped through the slot in the door. 
Most of the gifts were anonymous and some 
came in the form of checks on a regular ba¬ 
sis.

• As I write about this each year and share 
it with others, 1 am so moved by the great 
generosity of this town and of those others 
“out there” who decided to do something about 
keeping the paper going.

“The deepest secret in our heart of 
hearts is that we are writing because 
we love the world, and why not finally 
carry that secret out with our bodies 
into the living rooms and porches, 
backyards and grocery stores? Let the 
whole thing flower: the poem and the 
person writing the poem. And let us 
always be kind in the world." 

This passionate and true statement is made 
by Natalie Goldberg in her book, "Writing 
Down the Bones,” published by Shambhala 
Press in 1986. It is one more how-to book, 
subtitled “Freeing the Writer Within," but it 
lives up to its subtitle and is as unique as 
its author, an independent, loving, giving, creat¬ 
ive river of a woman passing on the marrow of 
her life and process as a writer. 

She has gleaned from her experience as 
a writer and teacher of writing, how to mine 
for the golden nuggets of inspiration and 
discipline and courage that put words on a page 
to express the love for the things around us 
and reach beyond our encapsulated bodies, 
shake others by the shoulders and say, "Look, 
Look! How wonderful is this life!” 

“A writer’s job," she says, “is to make 
the ordinary come alive, to awaken ourselves to 


J 






the specialness of being." 

It is said that writing is 10 percent inspira¬ 
tion and 90 percent perspiration; in her book, 
Natalie Goldberg offers her insights and trans¬ 
forms them into methods and ways of living 
that can help the writer to work up a good sweat. 

"Basically, if you want to become a good 
writer, you need to do three things: read alot, 
listen well and deeply, and write alot. And 
don’t think too much. Just enter the heat of 
words and sounds and colored sensations and 
keep your pen moving across the page,” Gold¬ 
berg writes. 

So? A lot of books might tell you that. But 
if there’s a special edge this book has over 
those other books, it is the enthusiasm, excite¬ 
ment and passion for moving the pen across 
the page that Goldberg so obviously has and 
communicates exquisitely. It passes the best test 
for an effective how-to book: while reading it, 
1 was constantly wanting to put it down and 
“pick up my tools” (pen, paper). It is not a book 
that will lull you into procrastination and 
dreamy thoughts of “wouldn’t it be nice if . . .” 
and “well, that’s all well and good for you 
dear. . .” 

“Writing Down the Bones” inspires you 
to “free the writer within” as you put down the 
book and go on to “do it yourself.”

City Council “many times going back to the 
previous council. For 10 months w'e ve been going 
over the same plans...This is the heart of downtown 
and hopefully the beginning of downtown... We 
cannot collect any insurance until we’ve started 
building. Our loss collectively is $75,000 and we 
have a year to begin construction. The year is up 

Dec. 6, 1990.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan said that he 
had faith in the Design Review Council and added, 
“We’re establishing precedent. Is the city prepared? 
to go further (with financing)? I think the design is 
in good hands; however, I don’t know of we have 
the funds to redevelop every building in town.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea announced that a 
model would be shown in city hall for the Oct. 23 Ci¬ 
ty Council meeting. 

Fred Crockett, another landowner and prospec¬ 
tive builder, said, “We’re under a time constraint 
now. We’re coming’ way late in the process if we’re 
talking about redesigning the project.” 

Adams answered,”It is my understanding that if 
the City Council looks at the plans and turns them 
down, they pay for the plans.” 

Elliott noted that the only opening to Mariposa 
parking lot is at Renaissance Plaza and said, “We 
are also giving the city a 16-foot easement in back to 
get ingress and egress to connect to Mariposa.’

Through its board of 
directors, Methodist Hos¬ 
pital in Arcadia adopted 
last week the official state¬ 
ment of the United Meth¬ 
odist Church on the sub¬ 
ject of abortion as its 
philosophical guideline. 
That statement is: “The 
beginning of life and the 
ending of life are the 
God-given boundaries of 
human existence. While 
individuals have always 
had some degree of con¬ 
trol over when they 
would die, they now 
have the awesome power 
to determine when and 
even whether new indi¬ 
viduals will be born. Our 
belief in the sanctity of 
unborn human life 
makes us reluctant to 
approve abortion. But 
we are equally bound 
to respect the sacredness 
of the life and well¬ 
being of the mother, for 
whom devastating dam- 


states 

policy 

Therefore, a decision 
concerning abortion 
should be made only 
after thoughtful and 
prayerful considera¬ 
tion by the parties in¬ 
volved, with medical, 
pastoral and other 
appropriate counsel.” 

While this statement 
addresses the Christian 
conscience, it is not 
meant to exclude other 
religions and philo¬ 
sophical positions, 
according to a public 
statement prepared by 
the hospital which also 
pointed out that the 
hospital believes in the 
rights of individuals to 
have personal convic¬ 
tions about abortion and 
in the right of indi¬ 
viduals and groups to 
voice their opinions.

Supt. Towner gives 
education update 


Dr. Terry Towner, 
superintendent of the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District, gave an edu¬ 
cation update when he 
was the guest speaker at 
the Arcadia Community 
Coordinating Council 
last week. 

He talked about en¬ 
rollment which is 
just shy of 8000, coming 
back from a low of 
7400. Projections have 
the district peaking at 
8800 in 1994-95. Making 
for “interesting chan¬ 
ges,” according to 
Towner, is the fact 
that one of two students 
will be of ethnic origin in 
two years. Currently, 
10 percent are non- or 
limited - English speak, 
ing. 

Sacramento impact on 
education has not been 
favorable in this, an 
election year, as the 
governor and super¬ 
intendent of public in¬ 
struction continue 
to differ, explained 
Towner. 

SB 2557 gives 
county tax assessors the 
authority to charge 
school districts for col¬ 
lecting education funds. 
If the AUSD is charged 
for one year, it would 
cost the district $180,000 
and drop the cost of 
living increase for 
teacher salaries from 
three percent to 2.3 per¬ 
cent. If the district is 
charged for two years, 
an estimated $360,000, 
the COLA would be re¬ 


duced to 1.64 percent. 

Lottery money has 
accounted for approxi¬ 
mately three percent of 
the district’s budget; 
however, lottery partici¬ 
pation is down, which 
could affect Arcadia’s 
revenue, according to 
the superintendent. 

He talked about 
some “exciting” things 
happening in Arcadia, 
namely test scores which 
continue to go up and 
a five-year, $1.3 mil¬ 
lion program for educa¬ 
tional technology. This 
year $300,000 has been 
earmarked to put more 
technology in the 
schools. In that direc¬ 
tion, Arcadia Educa¬ 
tional Foundation’s 
mission statement sup¬ 
ports the educational 
technology program 
which will find teacher 
training and more 
computer education. 
“Our kids have to 
be competitive,” 
said Towner. 

The AUSD has 
focused on site-based 
management with ad¬ 
ministrators, teachers 
and parents accepting 
responsibility for the 
integral and meaningful 
involvement in deter¬ 
mining the direction 
schools are going. With 
parents behind schools 
and becoming more in¬ 
volved in decision 
making, it ‘‘helps 
make schools not just 
good, but excellent,” 
said Towner.

FABRICS OF SILK AND 
WOOL COMBINED 


Many fabrics are produced by combin¬ 
ing silk and wool. This gives us the fine 
qualities of both. Beautiful drape for soft 
lines, good creasing abilty and fabric that 
holds its press well. 

There are drawbacks, however, Occa¬ 
sionally come shrinkage develops so it is 
wise to be sure it won’t shrink or buy the 
particular item large enough so a bit a 
shrinkage won’t make it unwearable. 

Choose items with deep seams as they 
tend to ravel. 

Button holes should not be bound for 
the same reason. 

Some pilling occurs with the wool fibers 
and some fuzzing from the silk yarns. 

Wool and silk both have the quality of 
stretching but silk, if damp, will split or 
tear so allow for motion especially under 
the arms, across the shoulders, darts and 
seams and any other place where 
perspiration could cause trouble. 

These combination fabrics should be 
drycleaned although some may have 
labels that say washable. If cared for at 
home be sure to set ironing temperature 
lower than wool as silk will be damaged at 
that setting.
